Remington bloke who says 'I liked it so much, I bought 
the company'". Snapped up by Sony, the team were 
working for Sony exclusively. After much development 
time, the original MediEvil was released and almost a 
million copies were sold across Europe. Success and 
sequels were in the making at the drop of a hat. 

If you played the original game, you'll know that it 
blended jokey plot lines with the quintessentially British 
character Sir Dan, a slightly camp skeleton fighting 
pumpkins, zombies and the assorted undead. MediEvil 2 
starts where the original game ended but has embraced 
Victorian London as its setting so we can see such 
period references as Jack the Ripper, strange truncheon¬ 
spinning coppers and Frankenstein-style beasts. 

Of course, the game retains a fantasy element, with a 
skeletal Triceratops appearing at the end of the first 
level; taking up the majority of the screen, he's bigger 


than most end game bosses. And quite where demon 
pumpkins, vampiric fat men and busty pimps come 
from, we just don't know! The assimilation of a plot tied 
into mythical and real stories means that the gamer will 
be stunned when you're offered weapons by a dodgy 
street-dealing fellow who open his jacket to reveal a 
bargain basement of goods. When Pro were guided 
through the game by Andrew, it became clear that they 
want MediEvil to appeal to the fans whilst satisfying 
those gamers who want something more complex. 

The story line of MediEvil 2 starts with Sir Dan waking 
up in Victorian London finding out that he is an exhibit.

this point that it will surpass the Cex and Crash 
Bandicoot series and it's only rival is the likes of Spyro 2. 
The new abilities of Sir Dan and greatly enhanced visuals 
mean that it will have a wider appeal but, more than 
that, it's just plain fun with puzzles as calculated as the 
characters themselves.

He's angrier than your mum finding out that some 
swine has demolished her latest Delia Smith cookbook 
and he's got a bad boy collective that would make Puff 
Daddy wince. Dan's mission is to stop this and save 
London, get the book and give peace to all. Without 
wanting to give too much away, he'll fall in love and get 
a severe beating by some classic period enemies, 
sometimes in hilarious confrontations. 

Influences that inspired some of the new additions in 
this sequel are quite clear. Andrew points to a Ready 2 
Rumble-sty\e sub-game, and the fact that Sir Dan can 
now climb and split into two characters seems a bit like 
the Banjo Kazooie double act that Nintendo was so keen 
to promote. Style-wise, the artist's corner is awash with 
different film covers for Tim Burton's kooky headless 


horseman film Sleepy Hollow. The 
original game was very much akin 
to Burton's first blend of comedy 
horror Beetlejuice and the later 
animation. The Nightmare Before 
Christmas. She's clearly concerned 
with Burton rather than the 
character played by johnny Depp in Sleepy Hollow but 
we can't say the same about the developers, who have 
pictures of FHM models scrolling up their screens.

pm MediEvil 2 then, a quick description 
for us please? 

" MediEvil 2 is not your normal 
action adventure game. It's rip-roaring gothic 
adventure romp with tongue set firmly in rotting 
cheek. Old Sir Dan is back (from the dead naturally) 
and is looking better than ever as he cuts a trail 
through the undead of Victorian London. 

The aim again is to offer a fun blend of exploration, 
combat, puzzle solving and platform skills, as well 
as a humourous and absorbing story line. We want 
the player to enjoy the variety in level gameplay 
and style, and have a few laughs along 
the way. 

Right, SO what 

are the main differences in your 
opinion from the last game? 

" The Al has been 

improved. When you come up against this 
boss (points to huge skeletal dinosaur), you'll 
have to run up his back and hit him on the 
head but it isn't that easy. The enemies will 
make more of an effort to have actual combat 
with you, lessening that slightly hack-and-slash 
feel of MediEvil. Many people offer comments 
about games such as 'if you persevere with it, 
there are some good levels later on'. We want the 
player to get an idea of what MediEvil 2 is about 
from the start.

When 
you're fighting this vampire (points to screen with 
four mirrors placed around the room), you have to 
spin the mirrors so that his fireballs can be deflected 
then when he comes back, you have to flip all the 
mirrors to direct beams of light towards him." 

So, what about the plot then? It was 
quite a strong element of the first game. 
Aren't videogame plots mostly the same for 
each genre? 



"Sir Dan was a brilliant idea for an 
unlikely and original hero that fitted the style of 
MediEvil gameplay perfectly. Inspiration for support 
characters came from the game setting and story line. 
For example, Dan's girlfriend is an Egyptian Princess 
because the Egyptians make the sexiest corpses by far. 


We spotted a couple of handheld 
consoles and PC games in the office. What are 
the fave games in the office at the moment? 

"Generally action adventure games 
come top. No one title will enthuse everyone in the 
office, but recent favourites include Driver, Metal Gear 
Solid, Ape Escape and Soul Reaver." 


You've got PlayStation2 
development kits here. How do you see the 
future for SCEE Cambridge and the 
PlayStation!? 

"The cliche answer would be

jumcf: " Gameplay is always first, but games have 
evolved beyond the 'desert, snow and lava' levels of 
old. We wanted MediEvil 2 to be filled with fantastical 
environments (as in the original title) and have a reason 
for their existence, and we also wanted the player to 
care about the game characters. To solve such issues, 
titles require a strong and classic story line. MediEvil was 
a comedy gothic game, so what better period to set 
the sequel that the Victorian age when all the classic 
gothic characters (such as Frankenstein and Dracula) 
were born. We've got pimps and prostitutes too but er, 
they're disguised as a Madam and 'her girls'.

them a sly punch to the face,

T he original Parasite Eve was 

essentially a hybrid of the Resident 
Evil and Final Fantasy games, but 
unfortunately its fusion of survival horror 
and RPG resulted in a somewhat dreary 
game that fell awkwardly between the two. 

For this sequel Square has moved 
firmly into Resident Evil 2 territory, a move 
which has paid dividends. The action in 
Parasite Eve 2 takes place in New York 


city, September 2000, three years after 
the events of the original game. 

Aya Brea, the heroine from the first 
outing, is working for the Mitochondria 
Investigation and Suppression Team, or 
MIST to its friends. This highly secret unit 
of the FBI is currently investigating 
reports regarding the reappearance of 
Neo Mitochondria Creatures, or NMCs 
to their friends. 

From here onwards the plot develops 
into an X-f/7e-esque tale of the 
supernatural, with Aya attempting to 
locate the source behind the hideous 
mutated creatures which appear 
throughout the game. 


Square gets supernatural on 
our parasitic fat arses with 
Aya Brea and her SWAT team! 
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screams heightening the prevailing sense 
of tension that runs throughout the 
game. If this is to have a translation, we 
can see it easily being on a level with 
Resident Evil 3. 

In terms of lastability. Parasite Eve 2 
presents a sizeable challenge (it's spread 
across two discs) and it will take most 
players several weeks of mutant mashing 
before they reach the impressive finale. 
Once the game has been completed, 
increased difficulty modes become 
available. These introduce new events 
and weaponry to the action, which go 
some way towards improving lastability. 

Overall, Parasite Eve 2 is one of the 
finest examples of this genre yet seen. It 
combines stunning visuals with a strong 
plot and rolls them into a cleverly 
designed and immensely enjoyable title.

Animation is also relatively 
smooth (various frames have inevitably 
been cut during the translation to 
PlayStation) and slow down only occurs 
when the screen is absolutely packed 
with pyrotechnics. Sonically the game 
vomits up the usual selection of up¬ 
tempo rhythms and features club 
remixes of classic Street Fighter tunes, by 
the likes of Big Daddy Chill and the Ken 
Smith Showbiz Eleven [liar! - Ed]. Sound 
effects are also of a high quality, for 
example, Strider's lasersword sounds 
exactly like it did in the arcade original. 

So, taking into account the evidence 
presented so far. Marvel Vs Capcom must 
be an all-singing, all-dancing, 2-D beat- 
'em-up par excellence? Unfortunately, it 
isn't. Somebody should have sat the boys 
and girls at Capcom down and explained 








to them that sometimes more is less. Put 
simply Marvel Vs Capcom has taken the 
2-D beat-'em-up to its illogical 
conclusion; whilst the flamboyant, 
screen-filling, special attacks of the main 
protagonists may be aesthetically 
pleasing, they do not make for a well- 
balanced game.

Indeed, if one criterion of a good beat- 
’em-up is that an experienced player will 


always beat a novice, then Marvel Vs 
Capcom is a resounding failure. All too 
often a single button press will result in 
combatants launching extraordinarily 
powerful special attacks towards their 
opponent. The inevitable fiasco which 
ensures, quickly degenerates into a 
button-bashing session. This lack of 
balance and loose control structure 
becomes all to apparent when the game 
is placed next to Street Fighter Alpha 3 
(the King of PlayStation 2-D fighters).

Ultimately, Marvel l/s Capcom sits on 
two fences. Street Fighter purists will be 
disappointed by its lack of strategy and 
focus, whilst the more casual fighting fan 
will invariably find Tekken 3 more 
enjoyable. Indeed, a harsh critic would 
no doubt describe this as the nadir of 
Capcom's Street Fighter cash-in-by¬ 
numbers franchise, but to do so would 
be unfair.

Dog day afternoon 

The fairly linear plot centres around the 
exploits of Waffle the dog, a canine 
police officer who's vacation is abruptly 
interrupted when he's called upon to 
deal with the notorious Black Cats 
gang, who are being led by the mutt- 
hating Pris sisters. As the plot unfolds it 
emerges that the sisters are working for

Fool, a feline who seeks five magical 
crystals. Once in his possession the 
crystals will grant him incredible 
supernatural powers. Obviously, the plot 
wasn't written by Shakespeare [no, it was 
Sean Ryder - Ed], but with that said it 
does its job in terms of drawing the 
player into the proceedings. 

At it like cat and dog 

The actual game itself is 3-D platformer 
stroke RPC hybrid, with the main 
emphasis being placed on the 
platforming aspect of the game. Your 
mission begins in earnest, with you in a 
bizarre ED-209-style battle suit (of 
RoboCop fame). The robo-suit's primary 
attack utilises the two arm-like straps 
which dangle from the suit's chassis, 
these can be used to flail the enemy and 
break open the various pieces of scenery 
which are scattered around the stages. 
The secondary (and somewhat novel)

weapon is a device which blows out 
bubbles, these bubbles can be fired at 
the enemy to entrap them (like Bubble 
Bobble), once restrained the enemies can 
be collected and returned to Police HQ. 

Furthermore, at certain points within 
the game friendly characters appear and 
provide Waffle with special items. For 
example on one level he acquires a jet 
pack that allows him to fly for a limited 
time. Other nice touches include Waffle's 
ability to throw the enemies bombs back 
at them. Indeed, the abundance of 
original ideas on offer prevents the game 
from becoming repetitive and ensures 
that the player remains keen to see what 
new challenges await around the next 
corner. 

Graphically, the game is of an 
exceptionally high standard and puts 
many of it's contemporaries to shame. 
The landscapes that Waffle traverses are 


richly detailed and varied, more 
impressive still is the speed at which the 
action takes place, especially so when 
you consider that even with a screen full 
of enemies, the frame rate is never 
compromised. In-game music, whilst 
hardly ground-breaking, complements 
the action nicely and the quality of the 
voice-acting is also first rate. 

The straight cats 

In terms of criticism, it does have to be 
said that the games structure is 
somewhat linear. Typically, most stages 
require the player to clear the area of any 
marauding members of the Black Cat 
gang. Once the area is secure. Waffle 
must despatch the boss, which more 
often than not takes the form of a bizarre 
mechanical creation being controlled by 
the Pris sisters. Another problem is the 
stop/start nature of the proceedings. 


The cut sequences in the game whilst 
beautifully realised do tend to break up 
the action and players frequently find 
themselves ploughing through reams of 
superfluous text (which admittedly is 
livened up by the excellent voice-acting). 
The control system can also be 
problematic, although perseverance 
reaps its rewards and it soon becomes 
second nature. 

Ultimately, Tail Concerto is a well- 
designed and beautifully executed 
example of it's genre. Unfortunately, the 
low difficulty level means it's all over way 
to quickly. Furthermore, the 
schizophrenic structure of the game 
introduces an unwanted imbalance to 
the proceedings. If there's any justice 
then Tail Concerto deserves to be granted 
a sequel, where these relatively minor 
quibbles could be addressed. ^

This sequel 
continues where its predecessor left off, 
which basically means you get to choose 
from a selection of wild and wacky 
vehicles (moon buggies, dustbin vans 
etc.) and then burn around a series of 
Mad Max-esque post-apocalyptic 
landscapes. On your travels around each 
of the free roaming stages you can 
obtain various power ups, which have 
been carelessly left lying around on the 
floor. These power-ups range from add 
ons such as Skis (for the obligatory snow 
level), to high-powered rocket launchers, 
which magically bolt themselves to the 
chassis of your vehicle. As you 
might expect the latter can be 
used to destroy enemy vehicles, as 
well as allowing the player to 
initiate carnage on the (mostly) 
destructible scenery. 


In a nutshell 


Visually, the game has evolved little 
from its predecessor. The proceedings 
move along at a reasonable pace and 
each of the landscapes is fairly well 
detailed. The explosions which follow the 
destruction of an enemy or building are 
also aesthetically pleasing. However, the 
overall effect is spoilt by the frequent 
breaking up of the scenery and the 
manner in which 
vehicles often pass 
through one another as 
though they were 
holograms. Sonically, 
the game is impressive. 

The disco funk 
soundtrack that 
accompanies the action 
is particularly well suited 
to the game's Seventies 
setting. Likewise, the 
vehicle noises and weapon sound effects 
serve to heighten the feeling of mayhem 
which the game generates. 

Death wish 

Unfortunately, the fundamental 
gameplay flaws that featured in the 
original game, have not been addressed 
in this sequel. Battles frequently

degenerate into a mindless fiasco, with 
opponents endlessly circling around each 
other in the vain hope that they'll find 
their opponent in their sights. To be fair 
this problem has plagued 
every game of a similar ilk 
(Twisted Metal, Rogue Trip and 
Carmageddon), which suggests 
that without a radical rethink 
the genre is destined for a 
problematic future, (a tank-like 
rotational turret would make 
targeting foes substantially 
easier). The Quest mode is 
also poorly implemented, here 


the player selects one of the 18 vehicles 
and must then complete a series of 
objective based missions, e.g. collect two 
fuel canisters, destroy all enemies and 
avoid the police. 

Whilst this sounds relatively 
straightforward the game neglects to 
highlight the location of key items (such 
as the aforementioned), which means 
the player is left roaming aimlessly in 
search of the said items. A lacklustre two 
player option does little to convert those 
who disliked the original. Fans, however, 
will be in their element.
